tween the towers. The report of Mr 
Theodore Cooper, who was a member 
of the board of experts appoint- 
ed by Secretary Lament to decide 
whether the bridge should be a canti- 
lever or a suspension one. and who has 
been retained by the bridg-e company 
as engineer in chief, provides for a 
bridge strong enough, to accommodate 
all the freight traffic in Netv York, if 
necessary, at, hi.tfh speed. .The general 
specifications are interesting, because 
they provide for a form of bridge not 
common, if it has ever been used be- 
fore, in a very larire structure. 


The bridge is to have a clear span of 


3.100 feet, the piers being located in- 
side of the bulkhead lines on both sides 
of the Hudson. The height of the cen- 
ter span above high spring tides must 
not he less than 150 feet. 
The suspen- 


sion part will only be in the middle. 
From the shore - to the piers'girder 
bridges will be used without any de- 
pendence on the cable. In this respect 
the new North river bridge will differ 
from the present Brooklyn bridge. 


The central span is to be-stiffened 


by lattice girders, either hinged in the 
middle or continuous from end to end, 
at the option of the bidder. To the 
eve the whole structure will look like 
an immense lattice g-irder bridge, with 
a suspension bridge dropped over it.

Vigilancia, which arrived, brings news, 
from the revolution in Cuba. Accord- 
ing1 to the passengers the revolt is of a 
more formidable character than the 
Spanish authorities seem willing to ad- 
mit. 


La Lticha, the leading republican pa- 


per_pf Havana, under date of February 
28, gives the following account of the 
different outbreaks: "The first news 
of the revolt was received in Manza- 
nillo, February 23. A party of over 
fifty men at Calicito had broken out 
into the familiar cry of the Cuban pa- 
triots, "Viva Cuba Libre' (Long, live 
free Cuba). The baud was headed by 
Don Bartolo Maso, one of the leaders 
in the revolution in 1869. He was ac- 
companied by Don Amador Guerra and 
Don Enrique Cespedes. 


'Caliuito. is a very rich district, in 


which there are many sugar planta- 
tions, and among them the Central 
Salvador, of which it was the aim of 
the revolutionists to take possession 
on account of its stores of arms and 
ammunition. 
The alcalde of Man- 


zanillo sent troops to the Salvador 
and these prevented the insurgents 
from seizing the plantation, but the 
work of marking sugar was stopped. 


"The government tried to capture 


the band without bloodshed and maae 
overtures to them. A commission com- 
posed of 
Don Juan Ramirez, Don 


Eleusit>a Leon. t>on Guillerrao Stak- 
mon and Don Ramon Hies was ap- 
pointed to treat with them, but the 
revolutionists had retreated and the 
commissioners returned without ac- 
complishing anything,

band retired in the direction of Yara, 
the historical spot where the first cry 
for liberty,was sounded a quarter of a 
century before. They are still undei 
arms. 


"Another outbreak was in Baire, but 


the object there was to procure the re- 
moval of the alcalde of Jig-uani and the 
immediate establishment of reforms 
long recommended by Don Maura in 
the Spanish courts, 


"Still another revolt manifested it- 


self in Joguey Grande. The insurgents 
immediately raised the cry of Cuban 
liberty. Their success was of short 
duration, for they were met by a de- 
tail of government troops and defeat- 
ed. They retired in Ciencga de Zapa- 
ta, where it is very"difficult, if not im- 
possible, to follow them. This band is 
headed by the schoolmaster of Joguey, 
accompanied bjr his seven sons. 


"In the eastern part of the island is 


another outbreak that seems to be of 
more serious character, as the govern- 
ment has sent from Havana a battalion 
of troops belonging to the regiment of 
Isabel La Cattolica, under the com- 
mand of Col. Fidel Santoscildes, to sub- 
due it. 


•'Another party of revolutionists has 


been discovered in Marrero.near Colon. 
In Guantonoma there is another upris- 
ing. The last revolt reported was in 
Seiba Mocha and was headed by the 
famous bandit,Manuel Garcia, general- 
ly known in Cuba as Rey de Los Cam- 
pas de Cuba (the king of. the country 
of Cuba). He proposed to plunder in 
the name of freedom. But one day his 
party murdered a mulatto called Jose 
Lopez. The report of the gun which 
killed Lopez frightened Garcia's horse 
and he dashed away. When he was re- 
turning flie whole party met him with 
a volley. He fell from hia horse, des- 
perately wounded. He was placed on 
another horse to be taken to Seborucal, 
but he died in the woods. There it 
was discovered Monday by an officer of 
the civil guards and afterwards was 
taken to La Mocha and buried in the 
cemetery at that place. 
Everybody 


thought" at that time that the body 
was that of Juan Sasa, another bandit. 
The body was exhumed February 26, 
on order of the alcalde, and recogni/ed 
as that of Garcia. A photograph of the 
dead bandit was taken."

Neither the complaint nor the an- 


swer, nor the report of the referee nor 
the testimony, is open for inspection. 
The only paper that can be seen is the 
decree of the court. 


The decree, devoid of some of the 


legal verbiage,, is as follows: 
• 


"This action having been brought by 


the plaintiff against the defendant for 
the purpose of obtaining a judgment 
of divorce, and dissolving the marriage 
between the parties, on the ground of 
adultery, and the action being- referred 
to Edmond Kelly, as sole referee, '; he 
finds and decides, among other things, 
that the material allegations of the 
complaints in this action are true; that 
the complainant is a proper person to 
have the care and custody of the chil- 
dren of the marriage, namely, Conseulo 
Vanderbilt, William K Vanderbilt, jr., 
and Harold S. Vanderbilt, and that the 
complainant is entitled to suitable pro- 
vision for the support of herself and 
for the education and maintenance of 
her children. 


"The defendant presented an agree- 


ment making due provision for the ed- 
ucation and maintenance of the chil- 
dren and support of the plaintiff, dated 
January 19, 1895, and the plaintiff duly 
waived and relinquished all her right 
and claim to have, any such provision 
made by the court herein. 


"It is ordered, judged and decreed 


that the said report of the referee be 
in all respects ratified, approved and 
confirmed, and it is further adjudged 
and decreed that the plaintiff, Alva A. 
Vanderbilt, and the defendant, William 
K. Vanderbilt, the parties to this ac- 
tion, be and they are hereby divorced, 
and that the marriage between them is 
dissolved accordingly. 


"It is also adjudged that the plaintiff 


be permitted to marry again during the 
life of William K. Vauderbilt, as if the 
marriage to him had never taken 
place. 


"It is decreed, however, that Wil- 


liam K. Vanderbilt is not permitted to 
marry during the life of the said Alva 
Vanderbilt, 


"It is ordered that the said William 


K. Vanderbilt be permitted to visit the 
said children at all proper times. 


"It is also ordered^ that the children 


receive their education in the United 
States, upon consent of both parties, 
throiigh their lawyers in court." 


The three children of the marriage 


are Consuelo, born on March 2, 1877; 
William E., Jr., born on October 6, 
1878, and Harold S., born on July 6, 
1884. 


Judge Barrett said: "Mr. Vanderbilt 


has made ample provision for his wife. 
He has formally agreed to pay her a 
lump sum. I am not at liberty to men- 
tion the amount, of course, but it "was 
considered entirely sufficient for Mrs. 
Vanderbilt and her attorneys. The 
testimony and the report of the referee 
are sealed, under a provision of the 
law. 


It is said that Mrs. Vanderbilt has 


arranged to sail for Europe Wednes- 
day on a long visit. She will be ac- 
companied by her three children.

And as'it^cdntains a warn- 
ing agaihst-the voting !of bonds and go- 
ing into clebt'jt-'shbuld |be;told.: In the 
spring of 1870there.was projected south 
from Junction City to Parsons a rail- 
road .called theisotithern branch of the 
Union-:'-Pacific. 'Humfcoldt was not a 
young town then,'but."bond voting was 
the fashion,; and Humholdttwhich was 
old enough to know better i voted 
bonds to the extent of "one hundred 
and 
seventy-five 
thousand 
dollars 


for the road. Not satisfied with this 
debt, in 1870 the town voted twenty- 
five thousand dollars to the Fort Scott,' 
Humboldt & Western, a road known in 
the west as the ".Old Fifth Parallel." 
This road was graded from Fort Scott 
to Humboldt, but it was never equipped. 
The grade may be seen to-day by pas- 
sengers riding along the Missouri Pa- 
cific. But the grade did not bring the 
flood of trade that %yas expected, and 
the bonds being sold;to the usual "in- 
nocent purchaser," the town began to 
skirmish around the'courts to keep from, 
paying HI» unjust debt. The inevitable 
came, and .in 1870 the town. as a legal, 
corporation dissolved into thin air. 
When the-,offlcer of the court came to 
Humboldt in'1676 to compel the mayor 
to turn over: the interest duo on the 
bonds he foxincl that, although there 
had been a red-hot election the spring, 
before, and although there was a man. 
there called mayor, there was in deed 
and in legal truth no mayor at all. The 
situation has remained the same for 
eighteen years. In two years more the- 
debt will be outlawed. Ttiba Humboldt 
is coming up to breathe' the free air 
once more as a municipal corporation. 
At present the programme is written 
upon a "tangled welx" Every year 
the mayor and city council a-re elected. 
The old administration retires and the 
new administration comes in—ordy it 
doesn't. It comes to the threshold, but 
it doesn't enter.^ It does not "qualify." 


The council "meets'" without taking 


the oath of office. The mayor is mere- 
ly chairman of a committee of citizens 
—the council—and the meetings of :the 
committee are held., regularly. Ordi- 
nances are passed giving the city mar- 
shal and the street commissioner power 
to keep the town orderly and clean. 
The council cannot handle any public 
money. The little money used by the 
council is raised by private subscrip- 
tion among the residents of the town, 
and as it does go through any red tape 
machine and as everyone who pays 
these volunteer taxes knows just how 
much he. pays for everything, the 
money is not squandered. It is, in fact, a 
business administration. The city mar- 
shal is only a fiat functionary. As city 
marshal he has power to do nothing 
except scare small boys, who throw 
melon rinds in the alleys and to notify 
owners of pig pens to clean wp, but as 
constable of Humboldt township he can 
arrest men and enforce the laws as 
well as the best policeman in the world. 
The street commissioner has no power, 
save with the consent of the people, 
whose propert}' he grades 
up or 


down. He is a sort of advisory board. 
The city clerk issues licenses to show 
which are clearly fiat, and his records 
of the proceedings of the council would 
have no weight in any court. None of 
these appointive officers qualify. 
The 


whole machinery of administration in 
the'littlo town is carried on by common 
consent. 


The present mayor—the man who 


was elected, but who has not qualified, 
and will not—is W. T. McElroy, editor 
of the Ilumboldt Union. Mr. McElroy 
has been in the little town for thirty 
years, and his paper is twenty-nine 
years old.- He thinks when the citizens 
get out of this hole the man who offers 
to vote a bond on the town site will be 
hanged. He says that the city stands 
ready to compromise with the "inno- 
cent purchasers" of the bonds for ex- 
actly what the purchasers are alleged 
to have paid, twenty-five cents on the 
dollar. This proposition, he declares, 
has been made and rejected several 
times. 
Every few months an officer 


from some court tries to find funds of 
the extinct corporatiou in some bank in 
the county, Not long .ago the officer 
tried lola. But so far the courts have 
been unable to get the funds. The lit- 
tle town seems to have the best of the 
contest, and only time will release it 
from the trouble.
